From my own experiences with 
the Red Cross I know I am right 
in labeling the stdries 
you 
say 
have been told as of the damphool 
variety— at least I have yet to run 
across a soldier with a tale to the 
effect that he had paid $5 or $8 or 
some other sum for a sweater or a 
pair of socks or a muffler, knitted 
by Red Cross women. 
I asked Ordnance men here to­ 
day whether they had ever heard 
stories of that kind and they said 
they had not. 
Tonight three infantrymen were 
here and I asked them also.

Added to the fact that order for 
the closing of all industries 
came 
hours and. in some instances, days be­ 
fore the exemption of plants operat­ 
ing on war work and therefore result­ 
ed in seemingly unnecessary tem por­ 
ary stoppage of most important work 
on war necessities, is the fact that ex 
emptions in some cases 
came 
from 
Washington and in others from the 
local fuel administrators o 1 the vari 
ous states, width neither agreed with 
the federal rulings 
nor 
with 
each 
other. 
An example of the latter case 
is that of the tractor industry, which 
in some states is permitted to oper­ 
ate and in others is not. 
Helped Transportation 
The industry as a whole probably 
has not added greatly to the fuel sup­ 
ply. but probably through tile stop­ 
page of production has helped reduce 
transportation demands to permit the 
handling of im reused tonnage of coal 
by the railroads. 
In other words the 
motor industry, like the other big in­ 
dustries of the country, h a s been held 
up to relieve the rail transportation 
system when it failed to meet the de­ 
mand.

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Slump in Trade Declared to 
Be Due to Methods Used 
Rather than Conditions 


By Ray W. Sherman in Motor Age 
In considering the effect of the war 
upon dealers it seems logical that we 
should consider the effects now. in the 
future during the war and after the 
war. 
Sa far as the present effects are 
i o n c a n e d it seems that dealers are 
divined into about three classes: 
1 
The cluss that has been very ad­ 
versely affected. 
2 
The class that is in the transi­ 
tory stage. 
J- 'I he class that has not been af­ 
fected or has so revamped itself that 
it is not suffering from a business de­ 
pression. 
The first class has in some cases 
been pushed out of business by cir­ 
cumstances, and some of these circum­ 
stances are due as much to the dealer 
as to tile war. 
The dealer w ho had 
his business on a sound foundation, 
who was prepared to meet changes 
as they came and who was long on 
figuring iii emergencies fared well, but 
the less c a p a b l e element in the trade 
has been hit the hardest. 
This, how­ 
ever, is sometimes due to the (ar, for, I 
as Mr. (’’leyden has said. not all cars 
sell well. 
There are good sellers and 
laid sellers iii these times. 
The second class is the dealer who 
has a good organization, who has had 
pretty good agencies and who lias en­ 
joyed a good business and now sees it 
falling oft. 
He knows he is in a had 
hole and stands in danger of getting 
in a worse hole. but he has not grasp­ 
ed the situation in a firm and a b le 
manner for the purpose of working 
out his salvation. 
There are certain 
things every dealer must do at this 
time and the dealer who doesn’t take 
bold of the situation and work out th" 
necessary adaptations must obviously 
suffer. 
The third class of dealers is perhaps 
small, especially in this part of the 
country. 
Its business is good. 
There 
are a few dealers who are selling more 
cars at present- or at least during the 
last few 
months—than they sold a 
year ago. 
in the western farming sec­ 
tions the business is not so had. Some 
of the farmers are holding oft on win­ 
ter buying but they say they will buy 
in the spring. Their reluctance is due 
to the farm er’s frame of mind aud his 
habits rather than to any business 
cause. 
Dealers in those sections are 
suffering somewhat from winter de­ 
pression but not so much from war 
depression. 
Slump Due to Methods 
The reason certain other dealers in 
sections where Hie depression is felt 
most have not slumped is due to their 
methods and their cars. 
There are 
some cars that would be hard to sell 
at this time by any organization. Tho 
demand is not for tile big. heavy cars 
but rathi r for the smaller and more 
economical cars. 
When it conies to 
big cars they are sold provided they 
happen to be in the millionaire class. 
But a big, heavy car that is in the me­ 
dium-priced class is not so great an 
attraction. 
Limousines are not easy 
to 
sell. 
Many 
prosperous owners have dis 
charged their chauffeurs and are buy­ 
ing sedans. 
One dealer has a waiting 
list of two of three dozen ch-tuffeurs 
who have been discharged by their 
owners. 
Another dealer says he must 
convert his stock of limousines into 
cash at cost in order not to stand a 
greater loss by carrying 
them 
too 
long. 
Aggressive sales methods are mak­ 
ing things better for 
some 
dealers.

The war will take mechanics, sales­ 
men. office workers and all sorts of 
employes.

shortage if th» war lasts very long, 
and we should plan on a long war. not 
a short war. 
This will necessitate ad­ 
justments. 
W hat should a dealer be doing on 
this score today? 
He should take a 
pad and pencil, go through his whole 
works, set down the employes who 
can be replaced by women or older 
nun. mark down shifts that can be 
made where substitutions are neces­ 
sary and get all ready so that when 
the shortage comes he will have plans 
all ready for putting into effect. 
He 
'also should scrutinize every part of 


his business with an eye t# possible 
changes. 
W hen lie finds the war is 
going to take a piece of m arble out of 
his business structure he should have 
a good brick all ready to put in. 
Into Taxi Business 
One dealer has taken his used cars,; 
painted them yellow, and is netting 
$100 a week in the taxicab business. 
Others are putting in m achinery that 
will salve labor. 
A great many are 
going on a cash basis to reduce work­ 
ing capital.
